THE APPEARANCE OF THE AMETHYST WAS 


MOST TIMELY 


The British steamer Amethyst ar- 


rived in the lower harbor at half-past 
seven this (Saturday) morning with 
a rargo of 800 cords of pulpwood for 
the Publishers' Paper Company, hav- 
ing in tow the three masted schooner 
S. S. Hudson, which she picked, up 
at three o'clock on Friday afternoon 
in a waterlogged 
condition, ninety 


miles east by north from Thatcher's 
Island. 


Capt. J. A. Williams,u'who is also 


the managing owner of the Hudson, 
said to a Herald man that >he left St. 
John. N. B., on July 20 with a cargo 
of 1,650,000 laths consigned,, to Stet- 
son, Cutler and Company of Boston, 
and bound to Philadelphia. 
He har- 


bored in West Quoddy Bay for three 
days in the fog and got under way 
from there on July 26. He had a 
good run up the Maine coast until 
Thursday, when 
a 'brisk easterly 


breeze and heavy rain and chop sea 
set in, causing the schooner , to roll 
and labor heavily. 


At six o'clock on Thursday even- 


ing, a bad leak was discovered. The 
pumps Jailed to hold it and In three 
hours the schooner >was full 
to her 


decks. 
The heavy sea washed the 


entire deck load,1 consisting of 300,- 
000 laths, overboard in a short time 
and all movaibles were washed out of 
the after cabin, the captain losing all 
his personal effects. 


Every sea boarded the 'waterlogged 


craft and drenched the crew of seven 
to the skin, so that had it been cold 
'\\ealhor all would undoubtedly liavc 
perished, had they been able to re- 
main aboard the "vessel, which, 
was 


kept afloat, by her buoyant cargo. 


After remaining aboard for 
eigh- 


teen hours, each moment expecting 
to be washed from the Hooded decks, 
the men sighted the Amethyst, which 
after a long tussle in the 'heavy sea 
succeeded in getting a line to the 
[distressed craft and proceeding 
on 


her way to this port, which 
was 


reached with no further mishap. 


The Hudson now lies in the lower 


harbor astern of her rescuer, with 
•but the stern showing above the 
water. 
Until she can .be beached in 


Pepperrell's Cove it can not be de- 
termined how badly she is 'damaged, 
but from the rapidity with which she 
filled it is .believed that she is very 
badly strained. 


The Hudson was built in 
18C9 at 


May's Ending, N. J., is of 408 net 
tonnage- and hails from Boston.

JK. S., fen- this ]K>rt at five o'-clock on 
Tuesday night and has had continu- 
ous foggy weather for the entire pas- 
sage. She is in command of Capt.

"The inquiry then is, did these of- 


orings come to Dowie for his pri- 
vate purse, or did the contributors 
ntend that the funds should be de- 
voted to charitable or religious uses. 
It for any other purpose than 
the 


purely personal benefit of Dowie. the 
estate is a trust. The fact t'hat such 
contributions came to him in the form 
o! checks and currency through the 
mail and express, 
the 
contributor 


omitting to require the execution of 
a formal declaration of trust, 
does 


not tend to divest the transaction of 
the real character. 
It is just as if 


the contributor sitting in a 
church 


pew had placed the funds on the col- 
lection plate passed to him by a dea- 
con. Surely, in such case, the court 
would not decree that 
the 
parson 


might put the money in his pocket on 
the alleged score of no agreement to 
the contrary merely because the con- 
tributor had failed to arise in 'his 
place, and exact a pledge of trustee- 
ship from the pulpit.

ornaments of a very unique concep- 
tion. The circular kolo zboyeck'e, the 
heart-shaped pa/.uuitsa, an.1 the svas- 
tiea, with sharp points, arc some of 
the main motives of this odd orna- 
mentation with which the goorals In 
a very judicious way adorn their mh-

furniture, wooden vessels and

leftovers so that nothing be wasted. 


In the llrst place, we always have 


plenty of milk and cream. 
1 think 


1 hear some sister say: 
"How can 


you manane to have cream when you 
take the milk to the factory?" Well, 
we save o,;t a good mess of milk at 
night, and I separate all the cream 
from ;he milk, as a little cream puts 
the finishing touch to so many dishes, 
while the skhn milk can be used to 
good advantage in many other ways. 
We think it more economical than 
buying the extra meat aud 
other 


foods we would have to, to make up 
a diet of the same nutritive value. 


I believe that workingmen require 


a hearty breakfast, but I would draw 
the line at warm biscuit and too much 
meat and fried salt pork, and as a 
rule prefer freshly cooked potatoes. 
Potatoes will boil in half an hour, and 
we like them creamed in the follow- 
ing way: 


Boil In slightly salted water, drain, 


sprinkle generously with 
salt, 
and 


mash with fork, 
add 
one-half 
cup 


cream and 
some 
butter and 
beat 


awhile, then add more cream, or milk 
if necessary, and beat vigorously un- 
t i l it Is a light, creamy mass. Pile in 
dish immediately (as it is not as good 
if allowed to stand in kettle), dot with 
butter and 
sprinkle 
with 
pppper. 


This is so good no gravy is required 
with it. 
If, however, you have a lit- 


tle cold ham, chicken or any kind of 
i.'.ciit, put it through your meat chop- 
per (using the nut butter grlnrler—it 
will eorne out in great Hakes), pile- 
on top of the creamed potato, add a 
little butter and pepper, and set in the 
oven just a minute. This is delicious, 
and with toast, graham gems, eorn- 
me.al muffins or fresh graham bread 
aud butter, apple sauce or baked ap- 
ples, coffee, gingerbread 
or 
dough- 


nuts, makes, to my mind, an Ideal 
Lrrakfast.—Farm and Home,.
